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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-3) and species SEQ ID NO: 1 
in the reply filed on June 23, 2009 is acknowledged. 

Claims 4, 6-8 and 10-11 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on June 23, 2009. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on March 5, 2008 was in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. The Chinese documents were not translated 
therefore only the abstracts were considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 2 recites the recombinant HSV according to claim 1 wherein the heterologous 
nucleotide sequence is inserted at the Xbal site of the UL2 gene or the UL44 gene of the HSV 
genome. The phrase "inserted at the XbaL site" is not clear because no reference sequence is 
defined in the claim, in order to determine where the "XbaL site" resides. Therefore the claim is 
ambiguous. 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. This is a written description rejection. 

Vas-Cath Inc. V. Mahurka, 19 USPQ2d 1111, states that Applicant must convey with 
reasonable clarity to those skilled in the art that, as of the filing date sought, he or she was in 
possession of the invention. The invention, for purposes of the written description inquiry, is 
whatever is now claimed (see page 1117). A review of the language of the claim indicates that 
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these claims are drawn to a genus, i.e. a nonessential gene region and generic HSV viruses 
that merely comprises rep2capl (i.e. SEQ ID NO: 1). 

To provide adequate written description and evidence of possession of a claimed genus, 
the specification must provide sufficient distinguishing characteristics of the genus. The factors 
to be considered include disclosure of complete or partial structure, physical and/or chemical 
properties, functional characteristics, structure/function correlation, methods of making the 
claimed product, or any combination thereof. 

A description of a genus may be achieved by means of a recitation of a representative 
number of species falling within the scope of the genus or of a recitation of structural features 
common to the members of the genus, which features constitute a substantial portion of the 
genus. Regents of the University of California v. Eli Lilly & Co., 1 19 F3d 1559, 1569, 43 
USPQ2d 1398, 1406 (Fed. Cir. 997). In Regents of the University of California v. Eli Lilly (43 
USPQ2d 1398-1412), the court held that a generic statement which defines a genus of nucleic 
acids by only their functional activity does not provide an adequate written description of the 
genus. The court indicated that, while applicants are not required to disclose every species 
encompassed by a genus, the description of the genus is achieved by the recitation of a 
representative number of species falling within the scope of the claimed genus. At section B(l), 
the court states An adequate written description of a DNA ... requires a precise definition, such 
as by structure, formula, chemical name, or physical properties, not a mere wish or plan for 
obtaining the claimed chemical invention. 

The disclosure of a single disclosed species may provide an adequate written description 
of a genus when the species disclosed is representative of the genus. However, the present claim 
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encompasses numerous species that are not further described. There is substantial variability 
among HSV species. In the absence of sufficient recitation of distinguishing characteristics, the 
specification does not provide adequate written description of the claimed genus, which is a 
nonessential gene region and/or generic HSV. One of skill in the art would not recognize 
from the disclosure that the applicant was in possession of the genus. The specification does not 
clearly allow persons of ordinary skill in the art to recognize that [he or she] invented what is 
claimed (see Vas-Cath at page 1116). Applicant is reminded that Vas-Cath makes clear that the 
written description provision of 35 U.S.C. 1 12 is severable from its enablement provision (see 
page 1115). 

The skilled artisan cannot envision the detailed structure of a genus of compounds that 
are contemplated in the invention. Conception is not achieved until reduction to practice has 
occurred, regardless of the complexity or simplicity of the structures disclosed in the as-filed 
specification. Thus, in view of the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art at the time the 
invention was made would not have recognized that applicant was in possession of the claimed 
invention as presently claimed.
